trial again this week for the crime of 
being Negroes. 

As the “Scottsboro Boys,’ sentenced to 
die in Alabama six years ago, they have 
come to stand for the oppression and perse- 
cution of twelve million Negro Americans. 

Irrefutable evidence has long since shown 
that they committed no crime. The obvious 
deduction from this fact is the correct one: | 
That their crime is solely that of belonging | 
to a subject-nation whose continued subjec- 
tion is indispensable for the maintenance of 
the existing order in the United States. 

For once the white and Negro people of 
the South unite against their common op- 
pressors, the bankers and industrialists and 
plantation owners, they will shatter the chains 
of wage-slavery and chauvinism by which 
they are now enshackled.

league to broaden itself by dis- 
carding the limitation to college 
women. Then she was sent to 
Oregon and to Nevada as an or- 
ganizer. 

During this campaign she 
joined the Socialist Party. Doing 
so, she felt that she had taken 
an important step in the right 
direction. She had seen clearly 
that political action played an 
important role in the campaign) 
with which she was _ identified.

ANTI-LABOR 


BILL PASSED 
IN MICHIGAN 


‘Labor Relations’ Aat 
Gives Advantage 
To Employers 


DETROIT Governor 
Murphy’s_ strike-breaking labor 
relations bill has been made into 
law, jammed through in the state 
legislature in the closing hours 
of an all-night adjournment ses- 
sion, 


Since it was first introduced 
the bill has been rewritten and 
revised under the prodding of 


protest campaigns from the trade 


unions. In its final form it de- 
nies the right of a union with 
a majority to have sole collec- 


tive bargaining rights as under 
the National Labor Relations 
Act. 


It contains two misleading pro- 
visions by which an effort was 
made to “sell” it to the labor 
movement. One is nominally to 
legalize picketing, which had 


been held illegal under any cir- | 


cumstances by Michigan courts. 
The other supposedly outlaws 
injunctions, but merely transfers | 
their use to the mediation board. 


This board as set up by the 
bill is empowered to intervene 
in strike situations on request 
of either side, whereas the Na- 
tional Labor’ Relations 
can only intervene on request 
of the workers. Its “legalizing” 
of picketing is hemmed around 
by limiting the right to em- 
plovees of any given plant, 
| provisions prohibiting the block- 
ing of any street or entrance. 
Auto Workers Condemn 
“The bill is an anti-labor bill. 
| No other name can be given 
}it,” declared William Munger, 
research director of the United 
Auto Workers. ‘Our liberal le- 
| gislators have given a legal guar- 
j}antee that racketeering organi-!| 
zations, company unions” and 
i strike-breaking outfits disguised 
| as unions can have the right to 
bargain and bring disharmony 
‘into labor relations in this state.

“Labor will not forget what 
this legislature has done. The 
passage of an act such as this 
can only be compensated by a 
determination on the part of 
organized labor to elect its own 
legislators and its own govern-
